About 2 O'Clock, 


HAD BEEN IN ILL HEALTH SOME TIME 


His Family Rejects Suicide Theory. 
He Was Followed to the 
River by Friends, Who 


Heard Him Groaning 
in Canebrake. 


Sigmund Landauer, president of the 
Southern Agricultural Works, was found 
last night in a canebrake on the Chatta- 
hoochee river in a dying condition, and 
he lived about an hour afterwards, never 
regaining consciousness or speaking. 

He had taken an overdose of morphine, 
whether with suicidal intent or not no one 
knows. 

His family states that he had been in 
{ll health lately and had not slept for 
several nights, and that the poison was 
probably taken with no other intent than 
to produce sleep. 

The fact that he was found s0 far 
from the city and in such a secluded spot 
has induced those who found him last 
night to believe that Mr. Landauer took 
the morphine with the intention to com- 


mit suicide. 

He left his home at No. 6 Baltimore 
Block yesterday afternoon and went to 
the river on the trolley car line. No one 


was found last night who remembered 


seeing him when he arrived at the river. 


He must have walked from the end of 
the car line to the brake where he swal- 


lowed the morphine and laid down.

Presentation of Sword Will Be the 
Feature in Washington. 
Washington, September 5.—Preparations 
for the reception of Admiral Dewey in 
this city are rapidly assuming shape, 
and the programme even in its present 
incomplete condition, will be one of the 
most noteworthy that ever occurred in 

Washintgon. 

The admiral’s reception here will be 
largely in the nature of an official func- 
tion, and its central feature will be the 
presentation of

Columbia, S. C., September 5.—(Special.-

some hours today a white man was in 
'danger of being lynched by a mob of 


whites. A magistrate of Norway tele- 
graphed Governor McSweeney that the 
presence of the sheriff and a posse was 
needed at Lebanon church to prevent a 
lynching. The governor wired the sher- 
iff to prevent the crime being committed 
at all cost. The M@Moeriff happened to 
be scouting in the locality with a posse 
and arrived on the scene on time to save 
James Gleaton’s life.

FLAGS SALUTE PRESIDENT 


Mest Successful Waval Parade Since 
Squadron Returned from Cuba, 


462 GUNS FIRED IN PRESIDENT'S HONOR 


Parade Was So Long McKinley Wag 
Compelled To Leave the Stand. 
Governor Stone Reviewing 
the Veterans in His 
Stead. 


Philadelphia, September 5.—The parade 
of the Grand Army men, the chief event 
of the annual encampment, occurred to- 
day in the presence of President McKin- 
ley and tens of thousands of spectators. 
From the fronts of the buildings to the 
curbs the people were packed in a solid 
mass and even breathing was difficult. 

As a result of the crush about 400 men, 
women and children were overcome and 
taken from the crowd to various hos- 
pitals. 

With President McKinley and Mayor 
Ashbridge there were on the reviewing 
Stand: 

Rear Admiral Melville, Rear Admiral 
W. T. Sampson, Captain F. E. Chad- 
wick, Captain H. C. Taylor, Captain 
C. D. Sigsbee, Captain C. J. Train and 
a score of other officers of the north 
Atlantic squadron; Secretary of War 
Elihu Root, Secretary of Agriculture 
James F, Wilson and Jacob G. Shur- 
man of the Philippine commission. 

As the various posts passedin review 
the president stood smiling and bowing 
and on numerous occasions waved his 
hand to the more. enthusiastic of the 
marchers. When the torn battle flags 
were dipped in salute he joined in the ap- 
plause by clapping his hands. 

The parade was six hours and ten min- 
utes in passing the reviewing stand. After 
a portion of the department of Pennsyl- 
vania had passed, these veterans bringing 
up the rear, the president left to visit 
Admiral] Sampson’s fleet, Governor Stone 
reviewing the remainder of the proces- 
sion. | 

It was the intention to have the chief 
executive remain here until Friday to 
review the naval parade and visit the 
squadron, but the president’s desire to 
return to Washington tonight caused a 
re-arrangement in the programme. 

The visit of the president to the squad- 
ron proved the greatest marine spectacle 
ever seen here. The president visited the 


flagship New York, cruiser Brooklyn and

and Texas. 
Ships Salute the President. 

There was a continuous roar of guns 
during the one and three-quarter hours 
that it took to inspect the vessels. In 
ail 462 guns were fired by the squadron 
in president’s salutes.

KBARSARGE SHOWS 
SPLENDID SPEED 


Sister Ship of Kentucky Given Her 
First Trial Yesterday. 


NAVY OFFICIALS PLEASED

For Half an Hour Battleship Main- 
tained Speed of 17 1-4 Knots. 


FOREIGN SHIPS GREET THE IRONCLAD 


The Speed Attained Was Made in 
Shallow Water, Making Trial 
All the More Remarkable. 


Newport News, Va., September 5.—The 
official reading of the log gave the firste- 
class battleship Kearsarge, which went on 
her trial trip today, a record of seventeen 
and one-quarter knots, which speed was 
maintained for nearly half an hour. 

Those interested in the construction of 
the splendid vessel consider her accqam- 
plishment a phenomenal one, in view of 
the fact that the course on which forced 
draught was tried, was in shallow water 
and that the vessel's bottom is in a 
pretty filthy condition, having been in the 
water continuously for nearly thirteen 
months. 

The steam and hand steering gear werd 
subjected to the most severe tests, the 
mass of steel and fron responding to her 
wheel almost as readily as a steam 
launch. On one test she made a seml- 
circle turn in two and a half minutes. 


| Captain Folger, who is to command the 


Kearsarge, and the other naval officers 
on board expressed themselves as highly 
pleased with the result of the trip. 

The Kearsarge sailed at 6 o'clock a. m. 
in charge of Captain Faircloth. She was 
handled by a picked crew of 200 men from 
the vard. She left the dock under her own 
steam and at once proceeded toward the 
capes. At Old Point Captain Chester, 


| who will command the Kentucky, sister

sel. Here the anchor chains were tested 
before proceeding to the neighborhood of 
the capes, the compasses were adjusted 
and the big ship was put through the vas 


rious paces necessary to test the qualities | 


of her steam steering gear. 

Passing out of the capes with the water 
curling high up on her prow, forced draft 
was put on and tue remarkable speed 
noted was attained. Twenty-two miles 
out from Cape Henry the ship swung 
around and started on the return trip.

He there- 
fore consulted H. Hanotaux (late prime 
minister of France) and the latter in- 
formed the witness of the existence of 
the “Cette Canaille de D—"” document 
though M. Hanotaux failed toinform him 
that it had been imparted to the judges 
of the first courtmartial unknown to the 
prisoner. This fact the witness learned 
later. 

After an interview with M. Scheurer- 
Kestner the witness said he became con- 
vinced of the guilt of Esterhazy. 

In describing the steps taken’ in sup- 
port of revision, M. Trarieux mentioned 
an interview he had with a foreign am- 
bassador, who, in tones of the most pro- 
found and affecting sincerity, declared 
that Dreyfus had never had relations 
with him nor with any military attache 
Or officer of the army of his country. 

M. Trarieux asserted the importance 
of this statement of the ambassador, 
who energetically reaffirmed the abso- 
lute innocence of Dreyfus. The am- 
bassador added that he had investigated 
and found nothing to implicate Dreyfus. 
Further, the ambassador said he had 
seen In the hands of Colonel Panizzardi 
a letter from Colonel Schwartzkoppen 
proving the guilt of Dsterhazy, who his 
excellency added, generally communicat- 
ed information of minor value. More- 
over, at the time of M. Scheuer-Kestner’s 
revelation, Major Esterhazy called upon 
Colonel Schwartzkoppen; and it was 
then that a dramatic scene of violent 
recriminations and threats occurred. The 
ambassador also showed the witness that 
the “Cette Canaille deD—"’ phrase did 
not apply to Dreyfus. 

Labori’s Application Refused. ° 

In a subsequent interview which the 
witness had with the same ambassador, 
the latter had informed him that the 
Henri forgery, which had just been dis- 
covered, had been long known to his 
government, and that the French gov- 
ernment had been aware of it four a 
year.

The Low County Rate Fixed by Mus- 
cogee Is Regarded as Remark- 
able by Officials of the 
State—Fulton’s Rate 
Goes Down. 


Muscogee goes on record again as the 
banner county of the state In the matter 
tax rates. Comptroller General 

Wright was notified Sunday by the chair- 
'man of the roads and revenue commis- 
' sion of Muscogee that the county rate for 
ithe present year had been fixed by the 
| ecmmission at .94 of one mill, or 94 cents 
'tax cn $1,000. 
| This rate, according to Comptroller 
General Wright, is the lowest ever agreed 
upon by any county in the staté, and 
forms a striking contrast to the majority 
of the rates in other counties. 

The tax rate of Fulton county last vear 
was $4.94 on $1,000, and the county com- 
mission has been making a determined 
effort to bring the rate down as far as 
This year Fulton’s rate prom- 
ises to be considerably below the one last

Comptroller General Wright stated yes- 
terday that the remarkable decrease in 
| the county taxes of Muscogee was due 
altogether to the economic administration 
'of county affairs and the excellent man- 
agement of the board of roads and reve- 
nue, 

While the average county tax In the 
state is $6.25 on $1,000, the property owners 
| of Muscogee county are compelled to pay 
only 94 cents on $1,000. The added city 
tax of $1.25 is, therefore, felt to no great 
extent by those property owners of Mus- 
who own both country and city 
property. 

Muscogee’s county tax rate was for- 
warded to Comptroller General Wright 
so that official could assess the taxes of 
the railroads in that county. 

It is the opinion of Gemptroller Wright 
| that in every case the taxes of counties 
should be less than the state tax, but in 
at least half of the counties of the state 

the rate higher than the state tax. 

Governor Candler has fixed the state rate 

this year at $5.36 on $1,000, the lowest 

figure upon which the expenses of the 

State could be met. 

It is regarded as remarkable and highly 
'commendable by state officials that Mus- 
county should have agreed upon 
a county rate actually less than one dol- 
‘lar on $1,000.

ADAIR ADVOCATES LOW RATE 


Favors a Figure Less Than $3.75 on 
the $1,000. 


ANNEX PLANS MAY NOT BE SELECTED 


Committee Will Ask Extension of 
Time—Franchise Matter Will 
Probably Come Up. 


The board of county commissioners will 
hold this 
morning at 10 o'clock, and one of the most 
important matters to be considered will 
be the fixing of the county tax rate for 
the year. That a substantial reduction

foregone conclusion. 

Some time ago both Judge FE. B. Rosser, 
chairman of the finance committee, and 
Commissioner H. E. W. Palmer, presi- 
dent of the board, stated positively that 
a reduction would be made this year and 
appeared to favor the rate of $3.75 on the 
$1.000, 


sioner Forrest Adair will advocate a still 
further reduction, and it is probable that 
ithe entire board will fix the rate even 
lower than $3.75. 

The county tax rate last year was $4.34 
on the $1,000, but under existing condi- 
tions it is thought that the rate this year 
can be reduced considerably under the 
figures of last year. 

The tax digest of this year shows a total 
Of $50,125,334, which was $239,000 less than 
that of last year, but for the past few 


| been working up a dilatory fist and on 
| Saturday more than $600,000 had been 
| given in. This will run the digest up con- 
|Siderably and the defaulter’s list will be 
comparatively small. 

The income to the county this year will 
| be larger than was first estimated and 
| none of the departments will suffer. All 
have been kept within their appropria- 
| tions and the taxpayers of the county 
| will be saved a considerabie amount if 
| the contemplated big reduction is made in 
| the county tax rate. 
| The grand jury at the last term recom- 
| mended that the tax rate be fixed at $3.75 
'on the $1,000, or three-fourths mills, and 
the same body also recommended the ex- 
penditure of $10,000 for repairing the 
courthouse. In both of these matters it is 
probable that the county commissioners 
| Will more than carry out the recommen- 
dations. 

Adair Favors Low Rate. 

Commissioner Adair has given the sup- 
ject of the fixing of the county tax rate 
| considerable study and feels confident 
that a substantial reduction can be made 
over that of last year. For several days 
past he has been engaged in considering 


| opinion that the county taxpayers can be 
| materially benefited this year. 

“I have thought all along,’ said Mr. 
| Adair, ‘‘that the rate could be reduced to 
a smal] figure and after giving the matter 
much thought for the past week or so I 
am convinced that the commissioners can 
do even better than was at first gup- 
posed. 

“I know that the rate can be reduced 
| lower than $3.75 on the $1,000 and shall aa- 
| Vocate such a reduction at the meeting 
_tomorrow. The reduction is possible, as 
| the county affairs are in a most flourish- 
| ing condition this year. We have had no 
| new jail to build as we did last year, no 
‘large buildings to construct and we are 
using less chert and hiring fewer con- 
Victs. 

“Every department has been kept with- 
in its appropriation and we have made no 
,Jevy for a fund for public buildings. Ai- 
| together I consider it algaly pro «ble that 

the county tax rate will be placed at a 
figure that will be more than satisfactory 
to every taxpayer in Fulton county.”

Washington, September 5.— Following is the 
weather bureau's weekly summary of crop

“A very large part of

The crop report {ssued by Section Di- 
rector Marbury, of the weather bureau, 
for the week ending yesterday 
very much more encouragingly of the 
general outlook than it has for the past 
few weeks.

Some fodder that was 
left in the field has been damaged by 
wet weather, but the bulk of the crop was 
saved in excellent condition befire the 
rains set in. There is much complaint 
in some countics of damage to grass by 


worms. There will be a good crop of 
pea hay. Large quantities of turnip seed 
have been sown during the week and 


those that were up have improved con- 
siderably. Streams have been replenish- 
ed and pastures are now very good. 
Truckers are now busy planting fall gar- 
dens and preparing for the seed. The gen- 
eral outlook is now more encouraging 
than it has been for several weeks,

Geological Age of Coal. 

Coal has been formed during more than 
one of the geological periods, but the 
coal beds of greatest commercial impor- 
tance are of carboniferous age.

There is a popular and gen- 
eral impression that coal is as likely to 
be found in one part of the continent as 
in another, and that it is, in fact, cer- 
tain to be discovered at any given point 
provided only the borings or other meth- 
ods of search are carried deep enough.
